Section  C. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

(i)  Laboratory  facilities. 

Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northallerton.  A  van  calls  once  a  week 
to  collect  specimens. 

(ii)  Local  Services  under  Part  III.  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

The  day  to  day  administration  of  the  following  services  is 
carried  out  by  the  Ryedale  Local  Health  Sub-committee  in  the  urban 
districts  of  Malton  and  Pickering  and  the  rural  districts  of  Helmsley, 
Kirbymoorside,  Malton  and  Pickering. 

(a)  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

Child  welfare  and  ante-natal  clinics  are  held  at  12  centres 
in  the  Ryedale  area. 

In  places  where  no  clinic  is  held  ante-natal  and  child  welfare 
services  are  carried  out  by  health  visitors  in  the  home. 

(b)  Midwifery,  Health  Visiting  and  Home  Nursing. 

Combined  duty  nurses  serving  17  nursing  districts  are 
resident  in  the  area. 

(c)  Ambulance  Service. 

Ambulance  stations  at  Malton  and  Kirbymoorside  provide 
this  service. 

(d)  Immunisation  and  Vaccination. 

Provision  is  made  for  primary  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  at  child  welfare  centres  but  the  greater  part  of  this 
service  is  carried  out  by  general  practitioners  in  their  surgeries 
and  in  the  home. 

(e)  Domestic  Help  Service. 

This  service  provides  domestic  help,  at  a  charge  dependent 
on  the  income  of  the  household,  in  homes  where  there  has 
been  a  confinement  or  ill-health  of  the  mother  and  to  the  aged 
and  infirm.

Water  Supply. 

The  North  Eastern  Gas  Board  have  continued  as  water  under¬ 
takers  for  the  area  and  have  given  a  plentiful  supply  of  water  from  their 
head  works  at  Keld  Head.

The  private  supplies  in  the  Lendales  Lane  and  Mill  Lane  area 
consist  mostly  of  shallow  wells  and  this  water  is  unsatisfactory  both  as 
to  quality  and  quantity  and  a  real  need  for  a  safe  supply  to  this  district 
exists. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Refuse  in  the  town  area  is  collected  weekly  while  the  outlying 
districts  have  a  three-monthly  collection. 

It  is  generally  accepted  that  the  present  tipping  site  gives  rise 
to  nuisance  and  discussions  are  now  taking  place  with  a  view  to  establishing 
a  more  suitable  tip. 

Although  it  is  expected  that  this  new  site  will  be  acquired,  disposal 
will  still  be  by  crude  tipping  since  the  labour  force  available  is  insufficient 
to  practice  any  form  of  control. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

There  have  been  no  extensions  or  additions  to  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  in  Westgate  Carr  Lane  but  a  figure  has  now  been  accepted 
for  the  carrying  out  of  improvement  works  to  the  Sludge  Drying  Beds 
and  this  work  will  be  completed  in  the  early  part  of  1953. 


Food 


Inspection  of  shops  and  food  preparing  premises  have  been  carried 
out  regularly  throughout  the  year.  No  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  have 
occurred. 


Inspections  of  foodstuffs  resulted  in  the  following  condemnations  :

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

Sixty  four  inspections  were  made  resulting  in  twenty-one  properties 

being  treated. 

These  figures  are  not  a  true  indication  of  the  infestation  of  the 
district  by  rats  but  owing  to  the  lack  of  a  sufficient  labour  force  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  cannot  be  properly  implemented. 

Shops  Act,  1934. 

Seventeen  inspections  were  carried  out  and  no  contraventions 

found. 

Camping  Sites. 

There  are  no  properly  established  camping  sites  in  the  district 

Offensive  Trades. 

Thera  are  three  licensed  Knacker’s  Yards  in  the  District.  Twelve 
inspections  have  been  made  and  the  premises  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  is  no  public  slaughter  house  in  the  district. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

No  cases  of  infestation  have  been  found.
